Jail strikes 
set to expand 


Stalemate. Government 
pledges no talks until 
workers return to jobs 


With both sides pledging to 
stand firm, a dispute between 
correctional workers and the 
provincial government was set 
to expand Monday as provincial 
sheriffs joined the picket lines. 

The strike began with offi¬ 
cers at the Edmonton Remand 
Centre, who walked off the job 
Friday night, and then spread 
to correctional facilities across 
the province over the weekend. 

Despite court orders com¬ 
pelling them back to work, the 
union representing correction¬ 
al workers, as well as the prov¬ 
ince’s sheriffs, said the strike 
would only expand. 

“We will have more bodies 
tomorrow This province needs 
to come to a complete stop 
until we get our officer safety 


addressed,” said Clarke Mc- 
Chesney, chair of the Alberta 
Union of Provincial Employees 
local. 

Deputy Premier Thomas 
Lulcaszulc was also firm in his 
position as saying the province 
would not bargain or negotiate 
with any workers engaged in 
an illegal strike. 

“I have been veiy clear 
— until they return to work, 
there will be no discussions,” 
he said. 

Lulcaszulc said the unions’ 
concerns appeared to have lit¬ 
tle to do with safety and more 
to do with ongoing bargaining. 

He said he reviewed in¬ 
spections reports of the new 
remand centre and was confi¬ 
dent the building was safe. 

“The facility has received 
a 100 per cent clean bill of 
health; our inspectors spent a

full day at the facility following 
up on any concerns raised,” 
the deputy premier said. 

McChesney said Lulcaszulc 
was completely off base. 

“This isn’t about negotia¬ 
tions,” he said. “This isn’t about 
money. This is about safety.” 

Provincial sheriffs handle 
courthouse security, prisoner 
transportation, commercial 
vehicles inspections and some 
highway patrols. 

McChesney said he antici¬ 
pated most would not report 
on Monday. “All of them are 
completely aware of what 
solidarity means and I would 
expect to see more bodies here 
tomorrow (Monday),” he said. 

The province said some of¬ 
ficers were already starting to 
return to work and it expected 
to use managers and other em¬ 
ployees to cover the gaps.

No problems 
here, power 
players say 

As controversy continues to 
swirl around campaign dona¬ 
tions in Calgaiy, Edmonton’s 
campaign power players say 
there is not the same level of 
strategy here. 

Calgaiy has been abuzz 
after a video emerged de¬ 
picting Cal Wenzel, CEO of 
Shane Homes, talking about 
directing donations to industry- 
ffiendly candidates. 

Brad Armstrong, vice 
president of community 
development at Qualico in 
Edmonton, said his company’s 
donations don’t come with 
expectations. “The money is 
given in support and without 
any strings attached,” he said. 

Armstrong said the com¬ 
pany tries to spread its funds to 
many candidates and donates 
to acknowledge the work it 
takes for councillors to get 
elected. “It takes all of us. We 
are all connected to the com¬ 
munity,” he said. 

Among current councillors, 
spending in the last election 
ranged from around $30,000 
to more than $110,000, while 
Mayor Stephen Mandel filed 
$675,000 in expenses. 

Along with development 
companies, law firms, other 
businesses and labour unions 
were all major contributors. 

Mike Scott of CUPE Local 
30 said their donations are 
targeted at making sure public 
services stay public. 

“We want to ensure that 
the council that is elected isn’t 
one that is going to give and 
fold up to businesses,” he said. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said in 
his experience a lot of groups 
come out to make their issues 
known through funding.

Anti-bullying. Man who 

attempted to intervene 
in attack says more 
people need to pay 
attention to violence

An Edmonton man who at¬ 
tempted to intervene in a homi¬ 
cide on the LRT system last year 
is encouraging more people to 
step up and stop violence. 

Manwar Khan held the 
first of several rallies across 
the province in Edmonton’s 


Churchill Square on Saturday. 

Khan was one of several 
horrified bystanders who wit¬ 
nessed an assault that turned 
deadly on Dec. 28 on a Clarv- 
iew-bound LRT car. 

Khan attempted to inter¬ 
vene as two men started as¬ 
saulting John Hollar, 29. He 
tried to summon other passen¬ 
gers, yelled at the attackers and 
pushed the train’s emergency 
button. 

The train stopped and Khan 
and other passengers got off, 
but the train and the assault 
continued. Hollar later died 
from his injuries. 

Khan said that was the day 
he realized that standing on 
the sidelines was wrong. 


“That day I got the real¬ 
ization that eveiy person has 
power as a bystander to help 
people, and that is the aware¬ 
ness I want to raise in our com¬ 
munity,” he said. 

Khan said the attack on 
the LRT was an extreme form 
of bullying and his campaign 
encourages people to stop and 
prevent that behaviour. 

“There is no place for bully¬ 
ing in our society,” he said. “We 
will not accept bullying. We 
will not tolerate bullying.” 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi was 
among those who spoke out at 
the campaign launch Saturday. 

He said bullying hurts 
eveiyone and communities 
should stand up and stop it. “ft

Algeria. President’s 
mini-stroke could mean 
wide open elections 


The mini-stroke suffered by 
Algeria’s president has cast 
fresh doubt on his perceived 
ambition to run for a fourth 
term next year as leader of 
one of Africa’s largest and 
richest countries. 

The possibility that 
President Abdelaziz Boutef- 
lilca, 76, could step down may 
open up Algeria’s long-stag¬ 
nant politics. 

Bouteflika on Saturday 
had a brief blockage of a ce¬ 


rebral blood vessel known as 
a transient ischemic attack, 
which authorities said he 
quickly recovered from and 
had no lasting complications. 

Bouteflika was elected in 
1999 to a countiy that had 
been savaged by years of 
civil war with Islamists. He is 
widely credited with ending 
the war and putting the coun¬ 
tiy back on its feet, aided by 
soaring energy prices.

Syria. Alleged chemical 
use fits pattern of slow 
introduction, experts say 


The instances in which chem¬ 
ical weapons are alleged to 
have been used in Syria were 
purportedly small in scale. 

That raises the question of 
who would stand to gain as 
President Bashar Assad’s re¬ 
gime and the opposition trade 
blame for the alleged attacks. 
Analysts say the regime has a 
pattern of gradually introdu¬ 
cing a weapon to the conflict 
to test the international com¬ 
munity’s response. 

Syria’s government says 
opposition fighters have used 
chemical agents in a bid to 
frame it. But using chemical 
weapons to try to force for¬ 
eign intervention would be a 
huge gamble and would un¬ 
doubtedly taint the rebellion 
in the eyes of the internation¬ 



al community and seriously 
strain its credibility.

Ex-president’s

A fire erupted Sunday at 
the prison where former 
Israeli president Moshe 
Katsav is serving time, but 
he was not among the 11 
people who suffered light 
injuries, authorities said.

Officials in Veracruz state say 
they know who killed Regina 
Martinez. The reporter, found 
beaten and suffocated in her 
house, was the victim of a 
robbeiy, according to pros¬ 
ecutors and a local court. 

But her colleagues don’t 
believe it. The man convicted 
of the crime was tortured 
into a confession, they allege. 

Some 400 people gathered 
Sunday in Veracruz’s state 
capital, Xalapa, to demand 
justice in the Martinez case. 

Martinez was the Xalapa 
correspondent for Proceso, 
a newsmagazine in Mexico. 
She wrote on drug cartels. 


A dangerous job 


According to a report pub¬ 
lished by the Committee to 
Protect Journalists: 


• A dozen Mexican journal¬ 
ists went missing in 2006- 
2012 and 14 were killed 


• Mexico's Human Rights 
Commission lists 81 
reporters killed since 2000 


“Those who are truly 
guilty have not been identi¬ 
fied,” the magazine said in a 
statement. 

State officials accused 
Jorge Antonio Hernandez 
Silva of taking part in the 
killing, saying it came during 
a robbeiy, and he was sen¬ 
tenced this month to 38 years 
in prison. He asserted he was 
forced to confess through sev¬ 
eral days of torture.

Plug pulled. Television

Iraqi authorities announced 
Sunday they had revoked the 
operating licenses of pan- 
Arab broadcaster Al-Jazeera 
and nine other TV channels, 
alleging that they are promo¬ 
ting a sectarian agenda. 

The move, effective im¬ 
mediately, comes as Baghdad 
tries to quell rising unrest in 
the country following clashes 
at a protest camp last week. 

More than 180 people 
have been killed in gunbat- 
tles with security forces and 
other attacks since the unrest 
began Tuesday. Al-Jazeera, 
based in the small, energy- 
rich Gulf nation of Qatar, 
said it was “astonished” by 
the move. 

“We cover all sides of the 
stories in Iraq, and have done 
for many years. The fact that 
so many channels have been 
hit all at once though sug¬ 
gests this is an indiscrimin¬ 
ate decision,” it said in an

Fugitive businessman 
captured in border town;

The fugitive owner of an illegal¬ 
ly constructed building that 
collapsed and killed at least 377 
people was captured by com¬ 
mandos as he tried to flee into 
India. 

Mohammed Sohel Rana was 
arrested Sunday in the western 
border town of Benapole, said 
Jahangir Kabir Nanak, junior 
minister for local government. 

Meanwhile at the disaster 
site, fire broke out in the rubble 
and forced authorities to sus¬ 
pend the search for survivors 
temporarily. 

Rana was brought back 


by helicopter to the capital of 
Dhaka, where he faced charges 
of negligence. Rana’s capture 
was announced by loudspeaker 
at the disaster site, drawing 
cheers and applause from 
those awaiting the outcome of 
a continuing search-and-rescue 
operation for survivors of Wed¬ 
nesday’s collapse. 

Many of those killed worked 
at clothing factories in the 
building, known as the Rana 
Plaza. The collapse was the 
deadliest disaster to hit the gar¬ 
ment industry in Bangladesh, 
which is worth $20 billion an¬ 
nually, supplies global retailers 
and is a mainstay of the econ¬ 
omy. 

The fire that broke out late 
Sunday night sent smoke pour¬ 
ing from the piles of shattered 
concrete and halted some of 
the rescue efforts — including 
a bid to free a woman who was 
found trapped in the rubble.

For Ottawa art photographer 
lonathan Hobin’s Twins, it was 
9/11. 

Current events have always 
inspired art, and Hobin’s latest 
instalment in his controversial 
series In the Playroom is an ar¬ 
resting modem example. 

Each of his photos depicts 
children at play re-enacting 
tragic public events. 

Hobin, 33, has portrayed 
familiar stories, such as a Hal¬ 
loween-inspired Abu Ghraib 
prison scene, a portrait of the 


late North Korean dictator Kim 
Jong-il and JonBenet Ramsey 
dressed in a pageant gown, 
among others. 

Asked whether he would 
depict the recent Boston 
Marathon bombings, Hobin 
said such events need time to 
play out in the culture before 
he can consider reflecting the 


stories visually. 

“It took probably about six 
or seven years before I did the 
9/11 attacks. You kind of let the 
dust settle and see how it plays 
out,” he said. 

Hobin says the child models 
in his photographs are unpaid 
volunteers, and are either the 
children of friends and family, 


or models from agencies. 

“I definitely would never 
have photographed a child 
unless I fully communicated 
what I was going to do,” he 
said in an interview. 

Parents “had to believe in 
what I was doing if I was going 
to photograph their child.”

Target. Shooting 
comes as Italy's new

An unemployed bricklayer 
shot two Italian police officers 
in a crowded square outside 
the prime minister’s office in 
Rome Sunday just as Italy’s 
new government was being 
sworn in, investigators said. 

The gunman’s intended tar¬ 
gets were politicians, but none 
were in the square, so he shot 
at the Carabinieiri paramil¬ 
itary police, Rome Prosecutor 
PierfiUppo Laviani told repor¬ 
ters, citing what he said were 
the suspect’s own words. 

Mired in recession and 
suffering from soaring un¬ 
employment, Italy has been 
in political paralysis since 
an inconclusive February 
election. Social and political 
tensions have been running 
high among voters divided 
between centre-left, conserva¬ 
tive and anti-government pol¬ 
itical parties. 


Alleged assailant

A U.S. congressman says 
Canadians should not be 
overly concerned about a 
proposed border-crossing 
fee, saying it just isn’t going 
to happen.

The Bank of Canada is set to un¬ 
veil its latest plastic bank notes 
this week — but documents 
show some people found one 
of the new bills too “cartoon- 
ish” and the other too old-fash¬ 
ioned. 

Focus groups consulted 
about the proposed images 
for the new bank-note series 
thought the space motif of the 
new $5 bill looked childish. 

“There is a perception that 
the note looks ‘cartoonish’ or 
too child-lilce,” says a 2009 re¬ 
port commissioned by the bank 
from The Strategic Counsel, ob¬ 
tained by The Canadian Press 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act. 

Others were left scratch¬ 


ing their heads over the de¬ 
piction of Dextre, a Canadian 
robotic handyman on board 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion. Some people wrongly as¬ 
sumed Dextre was the name of 
an astronaut shown on the bill, 
while others had no clue who 
the name referred to. 

“Dextre is not recognized 
— although once explained, 
it is accepted as an element of 


Canada’s contribution to space 
technology that should be 
kept,” the report says. 

“The image of the space sta¬ 
tion is not recognized. It is con¬ 
fused with a concept drawing.” 

But if some people were 
stumped by the space-age tech¬ 
nology on the $5 bill, others 
complained the train on the 
new $10s looked too quaint.

What is your deepest, darkest 
innermost fear? 

Participants come face-to- 
face with what scares them 
most in Panic Button, which 
premieres Tuesday at 10 p.m. 
ET on Space. 

Volunteers are outfitted 
in red jumpsuits and hel¬ 


mets and invited to wander 
through a Big-Brother-style 
house of horrors in an en¬ 
vironment that is Saw scaiy. 
Besides all manner of psycho¬ 
logical terror, including being 
blindfolded, confined in tight 
spaces and wading through 
muck, they also have to en¬ 
dure live snakes, spiders and 
rats. 

It all takes place in what 
was — appropriately enough 
— once a slaughterhouse in 
Toronto’s West End. 

This too-much-reality ser¬ 
ies features many slasher film 
motifs. Stark white rooms 
with No Exit stencilled on 


the wall above the entrance¬ 
way give way to darkened, 
creepy corridors littered with 
hoses, wires and ankle-deep 
swill. At one point, players 
are confined in a standup 
metal booth the size of a cof¬ 
fin, which is then pushed 
through a wall of flames. 

That’s the easy part. Then 
the critters are unleashed. In 
some episodes, even Dober¬ 
mans. 

“This is psychotic,” says 
one woman who braved her 
way to level three.

“This failure to pass on 
the torch will leave waste¬ 
lands of organizational 
know-how as 50 per cent 
of baby boomers prepare to 
retire over the next seven 
years.”

agement positions are held 
by boomers, and since the 
next group, known as Gen¬ 
eration X (those born in the 
early ’60s to early ’80s), is 
too small to pick up the 
slack, it will be left to Gener¬ 
ation Y (those born after the 
early ’80s to 2000s) to do so. 

“I was under the impres¬ 
sion Generation Y didn’t 
want to learn and that’s not 
true at all,” says Stevenson. 
“They want to move ahead. 
What we’re pitching is the 
need for organizations to 
have a leadership legacy.” 

Her research also found 
that less than 25 per cent of 
companies have succession 
planning in place. 


The whys and the hows 


Why are boomers less in¬ 
clined to help younger work¬ 
ers? Here are four reasons 
that Stevenson’s research 
identified, as well as how Gen 
Ys can overcome them and 
get a boomer boss to share 
their workplace expertise. 


• Boomers fear not being 
needed anymore. Steven¬ 
son recommends younger 
employees use their 
technology related skills as 
bait. “Find boomers who 
are in roles you'd like and 
offer to help them learn 
social media skills, even if 
it's so they can communi¬ 
cate with their grandkids.” 


• Boomers lack the time and 
resources to mentor. Ste¬ 
venson says what they’re 
really saying is they don't 
know how to mentor. As a 
Gen Y employee trying to 
overcome this, get involved 
in a work project that will 
have a significant influence 
over the organization. By 
participating you’re bound 


to at least pick up pointers 
from senior staff and per¬ 
haps even plant the seed 
for a mentoring relation¬ 
ship. 


• There’s no mentoring mo¬ 
tivation within the organ¬ 
ization. Gen Y subordinates 
should be more flexible in 
being available for senior 
leaders, says Burlington- 
based recruiter Claire 
Gibson. Try to find projects 
that you can collaborate 
on. Again, use your digital 
skills to turn boomers' 
heads. 


• There’s no one in the 
organization worth 
mentoring. This probably 
points to organizations 
that have poor mentoring 
cultures. Gen Y work¬ 
ers should try to find 
organizations that foster 
senior leaders who coach 
and guide. Ask during the 
interview process how the 
organization cultivates its 
mentors, says Gibson.

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Oilers see bright future 
despite disappointing finish 



NHL Underwhelming 
team looks to fill in 
gaps and maximize 
young talent in 
extended training camp 


Take away all the pre-season 
hype born out of three con¬ 
secutive No. 1 draft picks and 
head coach Ralph Krueger says 
the Edmonton Oilers finished 
just about exactly where they 
deserved to be. 

Krueger, a first-year NHL 
coach, admitted the Oilers 
“ended up with the result we 
deserved” on Sunday. 

After winning their final 
two games the Oilers finished 
24th in the league, 12th in the 
Western Conference and out 
of the playoffs for a seventh 
straight season. 

Despite yet another dis¬ 
appointing ending — the re¬ 
sult of a late-season six-game 
losing streak that dropped 
them out of playoff conten¬ 
tion — Krueger said the sea¬ 
son does give him confidence 
in the future. 

He said the team’s char¬ 
acter and ability “showed up 
multiple times during the sea¬ 
son when you had a feeling we 
were going to fall off the map 
and we came back, and then 
we came back again and we 
came back a third time. 


Young talent 


“A fourth time wasn’t in 
the cards, which showed we 
still don’t have the team to be 
a playoff team.” 

Now, he said — and most 
players speaking Sunday 
agreed — the team has to start 
making a difference beginning 
immediately. Krueger said that 
more importantly than any¬ 


thing the new season starts 
today with what he termed 
“a four-month-plus training 
camp.” 

He said among the num¬ 
erous needs of the team that 
finished with 45 points in 48 
games, five below Krueger’s 
projection, is the necessity to 
get stronger, physically and 
mentally. 

To that end the team has “a 
veiy strong summer program 
in place to either take a player 
100 per cent under control 
or to supplement what he al¬ 
ready has in place. We’re go¬ 
ing to be attacking that with a 
passion.” 


The team will definitely 
undergo roster changes. It has 
a number of free agents to deal 
with and newly appointed gen¬ 
eral manager Craig MacTavish 
has already indicated changes 
are coming. 

Although Ryan Whitney is 
a left-handed shooting, puclc- 
cariying defenceman, which 
Krueger listed as one of the 
team’s priority needs, the vet¬ 
eran player said he will not be 
back next season. Benched a 
couple of times during the sea¬ 
son and never given a starting 
job, Whitney said the Oilers 
have shown no interest in re¬ 
signing him so he will look for 


a new team. 

Forward Ryan Jones, an¬ 
other unrestricted free agent, 
said he isn’t sure of his future 
but hopes to return to Edmon¬ 
ton. 

There’s also questions sur¬ 
rounding the future of goal- 
tender Nikolai Khabibulin, 
veteran forwards Ryan Smyth 
and Ales Hemsky, and a num¬ 
ber of defencemen. 

Captain Shawn Horcoff 
said no matter what changes 
management makes in the 
next five months the onus will 
still be on the players to per¬ 
form.
